Council held another four hour ses- 
sion Tuesday evening, and the Co- 
sbocton Gas company and the Ohio 
Fuel & Supply company were to 
blame. Representatives of the con 
tending corporations were in the lob- 
by, and at times their language was 
not unlike the explosion of the aeri- 
form fluid when too closely confined 
The battle might have been fought to 
a better advantage in a ten acre field. 
'Mr. President I move the regular 
order of business be suspended and 
we proceed to the consideration of the 
gas question," said Mr. Johnson as an 
opening move. 
Mr. Shaw seconded 
the motion. The motion passed, and 
Mr. Poweison advanced the matter by 
suggesting that the roll of council be 
called in order that It might be de- 
termined whether council desired to 
grant a natural gas franchise to any 
one. By common consent Clerk Wim 
mer called the roll, and every member 
except Mr. McCormick and Mr. Tish 
went on record as favoring natural 
gas.The clerk then read the franchise 
which the Coshocton Gas company 
asked. Tbe franchise -provides that 
Pipes are to bo laid in unpared 
streets and alleys and the usual pro- 
visions against, obstructing streets is 
incorporated. The price is 28 cents 
with a discount of ten percent if paid 
in ten days. The city is saved from 
all legal damages, and the period of 
the franchise is 20 years. 
The city 


buildings are to be heated and lighted 
free, and customers are to be provided 
with natural gas in six months. 
John M- Kissuer withdrew the or- 


dinance he submitted to council a few 
weeks ago and submitted anoGber. It 
does not differ materially from the 
otbets. Tbe name of his company is 
the Coshocton Natural Gas company, 
and particular attention is devoted to 
streets and the. manner in which they 
are to be made good after pipes are 
laid. Gas is to cost 25 cents per thon 
sand, the company providing the me- 
ter, said meter to be returned in g*od 
order when the consumer ceases to do 
tnufnesn with the compauy. Tbe com- 
prnny agrees to have gas In the city 
O within 18 months. City hall and Che 
*•*-* water works are to be lighted and 
leated free, and within six months 
the company agrees to pay Coshocton 
$100. 


The last franchise read was that of 
the Ohio Fuel & Supply company. 
hich document has already been 


published la THE AGE. The company 
offers gas at 25 cents, if bills are paid 
within ten days, gas to be famished 
within eight months after the grant- 
ing of the franchise. 
"To bring this matter before coun- 
cil I move the clerk call the name of 
each councilman and let him express 
his preference of the franchises read" 
said Mr. Johnson. He explained that 
this would permit the discussion of 
the 
questicn. President 
Weisner 


called for the claims of the Cpshocton 
Gas company, and S. H. Nicholas ad- 
dressed council. He said: 


"We are here, Mr. President, in a 


purely business capacity and defend 
with facts the statement that we are 
here in good faith. Two years ago the 
company I represent came here pre- 
pared to put in natural gas. Aftji 
discussion council decided the town 
did not want natural gas- We are led 
to believe this council wants it. Last 
Tuesday evening we bad no natural 
gas, but now oar company has an 
abundant supply, more than enough 
to cover the time, 20 years, asked by 
the franchise. 
"Yon will note the price is practic- 
ally the same to he charged by each 
company. Most of us were boys when 
the Coshocton Gas company lighted 
its first light. A little over a year 
ago this company pat down pipes 
capable of carrying natural gas. More 
than two-thirds of the pipe down is 
capable of carrying natural gas, and i: 
means that when the pipe line strike*- 
the corporation line we need have no 
break in service- The service pipes 
have cost more than 812,000. It has 
been said the streets would not nec- 
essarily be torn up if this other com 
pany was admitted, but alleys woulc 
be torn up. Our answer is this will cost 
the consumer more to make the neces 
saryconnection, about six timeslthink 


"I am not going to dwell on the 
benefit to this home company of a 
franchise, bat I might say that ii 
some one came in here tonight and 
offered an industry that would take 
away the Meek & Beach company or 
the H. D. Beach company be would 
have to have something pretty good 
to succeed." 


Mr. Nicholas said that no city in the 
country of 20,000 population was bet- 
ter equipped with artificial gas appli- 
aoces than Coshocton, and the com- i 
paay had a storage capacity of 70,000 i 
cubic feet which, according to then 
application, was to be kept at band 
for emergencies. The plant can pro- 
dace 200.000 cable feet per daj, and it 
the 70,000 feet of reserve is consumed 
the company promises to supply the 
artificial product. 
He pleaded for the right of the com- 


pany to continue in business. "Oni 
company stands ready to give you sod 
bond M TOO desire. If you doubt 
whether we have natural gas, we in- 
vite you to go into oar field and in- 
spect our supply in order that yon 
may see that we have a supply suffi- 
cient to cover the time of our fran- 
chise."

I find the franchises present- 
ed here are plagiarisms or the one I 
presented. What has been said has 
Men aimed at my company. We are 
here with the goods. Seventy thous- 
and feet in reserve. We have one 
customer who takes a million feet a 
day. A short time ago some of your 
progressive citizens represented to 
our company that you wanted natural 
gas. I was sent here, investigated the 
matter, and presented the franchise. 
We used no concealment, and as st»on 
as it was Known, gas franchises filled 
the air.

I have sat- 
stted you our company has the gas. 
?rom the time I came here the artifi- 
cial gas company has endeavored to

One of 
heir high officials went to Pittsburg 
and endeavored ta buy gas from the 
Ohio Fuel & Supply Co. We were 
cold they would not tight our fran- 
chise.

Mayor Tom Johnson of 
Cleveland was presented to the con- 
vention as chairman, and the vast as- 
semblage rose to its feet and made the 
rery rafters ring. When quiet had 
been restored. Mayor Johnson. In a 
clear voice, began his keynote ad- 
dress, his auditors paying Mm close 
attention and applauding his remarks. 
At the conclusion of the chairman's 
speech reports were received from 
the committees on organization, cre- 
dentials and rules and order of busi- 
ness. As no serious conflict of opinion 
or contest had developed, these re- 
ports were unanimously adopted by 
the convention. The committee on 
organization recommended that the 
temporary organization of the con- 
vention be made permanent, and this 
suggestion was carried out. 


Reported the Platform. 


Next the committee on resolutions 


reported the Johnson platform, which 
was adopted with a hurrah. The 
Johnson men had made no conces- 
sions to their opponents on the com- 
mittee on resolutions. When the roll 
of the committee on resolutions was 
called the members from the First, 
Third and Eleventh districts opposed 
the indorsement of Bryan and the 
Kansas City platform and other Joha- 
son planks, but the Johnson platform 
finally carried without changes and 
was reported to the convention and 
adopted without any minority or 
other obstruction, as had been threat- 
ened. It has been customary always 
first to appoint a subcommittee of 
three or five to draft a platform and 
report the same to the full committee, 
but that was found not necessary, as 
Mayor Johnson handed the full com- 
mittee his "draft," and the full com- 
mittee soon completed its work. 


The resolutions are fully in accord 


•with the views of Mayor Johnson on 
both national and state issues. They 
favor a new municipal code for Ohio 
cities with home rule as the cardinal 
principle, and tbe federal plan as sec- 
ondary, and denounce what is called 
"municipal government by boards." 
They also denounce the proportion of 
perpetual franchises and favor suck 
Charters subject to popular vote.

monopoly Interests. The old city board of 
equalization was not alone In offending the 
monopolists. 
The city 
council 
offended 


also. It provided for a street car system 
with three cent fares and ultimate owner- 
ship by the city. 
Government by injunc- 


tion tvas thereupon brought into play. The 
Cleveland council is 
now enjoined from 


granting street car franchises with low 
fares, while every other city in the state 
Is at liberty to grant street car franchises 
with high fares. 


AVhen It was discovered that the city 


government of Cleveland conid be neither 
bought nor browbeaten, the Republican at- 
torney general was appealed to by the 
frightened monopolists, and he brought an 
ouster suit. We have heard of ripper legis- 
latiop- this was ripper litigation, 
Cleve- 


land had confessedly the best city charter 
In Ohio. It had been granted by a Repub- 
lican legislature of a dozen yeers ago, to 
whom the credit belongs, and both the 
Republican and the Democratic masses of 
Cleveland approved it. 
Xo attempt was 


made to break that charter until the people 
elected an administration that dared ques- 
tion the privileges of the public service cor- 
porations. Then It was assailed by Repub- 
lican politicians, spurred on my monopo- 
lists, and the attorney general asked the 
supreme court of the state to declare It 
unconstitutional. That court did so. But 
It did not stop there. It also declared tha 
whole charter system of Ohio invalid. Fo» 
that reason the legislature Is now con- 
vened in special session to frame a general 
municipal code.
